o Participants exuding odors that are so strong and pervasive as to interfere with the ability of City
staff to perform their jobs or the ability of other members of the public to participate in Senior
Center activities, whether due to personal hygiene, excessive perfume, or other reasons, may be
required to leave the building.

o If you are sick with any contagious illness, PLEASE Refrain from participating in any activities

e All participants must sign in at the front entrance before participating in any activity.

e Pets, other than personal assistance animals, are not allowed in the building unless they are
considered part of an activity

e All participants/groups/clubs Need to Clean-Up & Put Away after activity

e Office Equipment use (including phones, copies, fax machine, printer) will not be allowed unless
permission is given by office personnel.

e Limited Storage Space-Groups/Clubs Always: clean-up, throw-out and straighten up

e Do Not take property out of the Activity Center: This includes and is not limited to chairs, tables,
game tables, game supplies, cleaning supplies, sound system, exercise equipment

= Club’s that have purchased their own equipment for club’s purposes, need to
make arrangements with Senior Activity Supervisor for allowed storage
durations and space limitations rules and so forth

e ACPR 50+ Center is NOT designed as Adult Day Care

o There are no registered nurses on site

o All participant should feel Stress & Worry-Free and Relaxed

o All participants MUST be physically and mentally Capable to function
and participate Independently unless accompanied by an assistant/caregiver at his or her
expense

Cleaning-Includes all participants, groups and clubs: Wipe off tables and sweep floors if You make a Mess,
Kitchen Use-Clean up after Yourself, mop up spilled drinks or other hazardous liquids, Straighten & Put
Away Tables or Chairs, throw away any scrap paper, fabric/needles, leftover foods, used plastic-ware
